_“Housman’s - Poetry”—Yale Review | 
. (Chauncey Brewster Tinker) 

“It seems strange that one should create an 
appetite for a particular kind ‘of verse, and then 
deliberately refuse to gratify it.’ Thus writes 
Dr. Chauncey Brewster Tinker. in the autumn. issue 
of the Yale Review. Dr. Tinker, who is Sterling 
Professor. of English Literature in Yale Univer- 
sity” and Keeper of Rare Books in the University 
Library, highly praises Mr.: Housman for the ‘in-|° 
credibly high level of worth of his poetry. The 
poet, though sixty-three years old when the sec- 
ond. and last of the two small volumes was pub- 
lished in 1922, is an excellent interpreter of youth. 
He is: fond of writing about soldiers on the field 
of glory and the stark finality of their death. ‘Mr. 
Housman is pessimistic and settled in his phil- 
osophies. The atmosphere of disillusion prevails 
in his poetry. “His. are. not the swift vicissitudes 
of joy and sorrow: that mark, passionate’ youth; 


a vs Bedoser”- 


Mr. ‘Housman is a professor of: Latin poetry 
and quite a-master of, art of prose, particularly |. 
in his. reviews. of the publications of rivals. Dr. 
Tinker thinks Mr.’ Housman’s two volumes, “A 
Shropshire Lad” and “Last: Poems,” have no ethical 
value. They are good only for meditation and 
thought. “Although Mr. Housman has condemned 
himself to silence, he hag not ‘been without his 
active ‘influence upon the Aiterary « world. Poets 
give the public too much. Mr. Housman has fol- 
lowed the proud policy of giving too. little.”

“Sooner or later, the German people will dis- 
cover that they have been deprived of many of
